GERMANWARSHIP 
SEIZES STEAMER 
CLOSE TO SPAIN 


Capture Vessel in Re­ 
prisal for Loyalists 
Holding Nazi 
Cargo. 


Berlin. Jan. 2 <AP*.—For the first 
time since the World war a G er­ 
m an warship Friday seized a for- j 
tim vessel at 
sea. invoking re­ 
prisals against the Spanish socialist 
government which last week seques­ 
tered the Nazi freighter Palos. 
A bnef, semi-official communique 
announced capture of the Spanish 
ship. The foreign office declined to 
add further details, but the seizure 
was stated to be in retaliation for 
the Bilbao government's refusel to 
surrender the cargo and a passenger 
of the Palos.
